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4. Cleaning Up Abandoned Mines in California -- Good Samaritan (Tim Vendlinski,
Sustainable Conservation)
Tim provided some detailed observations on the issue of cleaning-up abandoned
and orphaned mines in California. Topics covered included clean-up activities at
Marsh Creek and the adjacent mercury mine on Mt. Diablo (a topic presented in
more detail at the June 2009 Forum meeting by Laura Whitney-Tedrick, U.S. Army
Corps of Engineers Project Manager), the American Fork Mining District in Utah,
CERCLA (Superfund) liability, the Clean Water Act, Regulatory Flexibility under
Existing Law, Mining Laws and the Trouble with Acid Mine Drainage (AMD), and
Good Samaritan Guidance and Model Agreement. Tim’s “talking points” are posted
on the Forum website; Tim’s “Good Samaritan Initiative” Flowchart is worth viewing
(see last page of his talking points).

5-7. Brownfields Grant Activities in California
The next three meeting topics had a common theme—a discussion of three U.S.
Environmental Protection Agency (USEPA) Brownfields Program-related projects.
Available presentations are posted on the Forum website. An Update on the
Brownfields Program & Related Grant Opportunities for California was presented at
the June 2009 Forum meeting and is also available on the Forum website.

e Department of Toxic Substances Control (DTSC) Brownfields Training,
Research, and Technical Assistance Grant: Arsenic Relative Bioavailability
Study (Perry Myers, DTSC). The goal of the Study is to determine the range of
arsenic bioavailability that may exist in contaminated soil at former AML sites and
develop better methods to determine the human health effects caused by
exposure to arsenic. The Study is also intended to develop an assessment tool
that would allow risk assessors to reliably predict the in-vivo relative risk based
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bioavailability of arsenic in soil in a scientifically sound, defensible and cost
effective manner. (Source:

e Brownfields Cleanup Grant Applications for Plumas-Eureka State Park
(Greg Marquis, AMLU). On October 16, 2009, the AMLU, State Parks, and DTSC
submitted joint applications for Brownfields Cleanup grants to the USEPA to
remediate three sites within the Jamison Creek Day Use Area in Plumas-Eureka
State Park. The sites are where a mill was built in the 1870s to process sulphuret
ore (ore bound with gold to sulfide minerals).

e City of Nevada City Brownfields Assessment Results (Kyle Leach, Friends of
Deer Creek). Nevada City, in partnership with The Friends of Deer Creek and
other partners, used Brownfields assessment funds to evaluate whether
abandoned mine sites in the city are safe as future recreation areas. Grant funds
were utilized to assess properties, prioritize sites for cleanup, and analyze
cleanup options for mine-scarred lands. The project also strengthened local
partnerships through community outreach activities. (Source:
